In some Massachusetts communities, 
Cambridge being one, military recruiting in 
public high schools has been criticized by 
local peace organizations. That is not the 
case in Andover, according to Andover High 
School Principal Wilbur Hixon 

United States military recruiting officers 
have scheduled presentation time through 
the AHS guidance department for as long as 
Mr. Hixon can remember. He's been at the 
high school for 30 years, first as a teacher, 
then as an assistant principal 

“Just like colleges, they (recruiters) can 
chedule time to speak with any interested 
students,” said Mr. Hixon 

‘| haven't heard complaints for a number 
of years,” he added 

Mr. Hixon said he doesn’t believe it’s the 
high school’s right to limit students’ access 
to information on post-high-school opportu 
nities, whatever the field may be. 

Winston Ryan, a guidance counselor at 
AHS for the past 20 years, said he’s had a 
good working relationship with representa 
tives from the Army, Air Force, Navy, 
Marines and Army National Guard. Though 
Mr. Ryan said he doesn’t attend every ses 
sion, he has met with the recruiting officers

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Parents discuss budget concerns with superintendent 


By Lisa Boudreau 

The future of Andover schools was 
on the minds of 30 parents who met 
with new Superintendent of Schools 
Mark McQuillan Monday night. The 
gathering was informal and the partici- 
pants sat in a large circle facing one 
another while they discussed issues 


ranging from the proposed closing of 


Shawsheen School to funding reading 
writing and arithmetic. 

The evening was sponsored by the 
Andover Coalition for Quality Educa- 
tion, a year-old organization started by 
townspeople concerned with the effects 
of budget cuts on education. 

“I think everybody left feeling they 
had a chance for a real dialogue with 
the superintendent to discuss their 
concerns over maintaining the quality 
of the school system,” said Lois Kar 
funkel, 22 Orchard Crossing, an orga 
nizer of the event and officer of 
Andover Coalition for Quality Educa 
tion. 

Phyllis Brenner, 20 Orchard Cross 
ing, said she attended the meeting to 
get more information on how budget 
cuts would affect the Chapter 766 spe 
cial needs programs in which her child 
is enrolled 


Merry Peterson went to the meeting 
to talk about funding the core curricu- 
lum subjects such as reading, math, 
social studies and science during times 
of budget cuts. 

She told Dr. McQuillan if the budget 
can’t fund the basics it shouldn’t be 
funding the extras. 

“Now is the time to take a hard 
line,” Ms. Peterson told Dr. McQuillan 
Monday night. 

She said the system needs smaller 
classrooms and more books and 
though she believes art, music and ath 
letics are part of a rounded education, 
the basics should be fully funded first. 

“Td rather have money for art and 
athletics and such raised by parents so 
the basics can be funded,” she said. 

Ms. Peterson has two children at 
South Elementary. She said the text 
books in her daughter's social studies 
class are “just terrible.” There aren't 
enough for all the students, and the 
information they have is extremely 
outdated, she said 

Transportation fees for students rid 
ing the bus who live less than two 
miles from their schools and opening 
up 25 seats at the high school and 
charging tuition for out-of-town stu 


dents are two ideas the School Commit- 
tee is considering to raise funds, said 
Dr. McQuillan. 

The committee has already voted 
once to approve the measures, which 
could generate as much as $300,000 for 
the schools. Policy changes require two 
votes by the committee. 

Larry Lewis, 75 Stevens St., wanted 


to know what effect the closing of 


Shawsheen School would have on 
classes at West Elementary, the town’s 
largest elementary school. 

Dr. McQuillan said the school 
would be very crowded next year and 
art and music spaces would be used to 
accommodate the incoming Shaw 
sheen School students. The next year 
there wouldn't be any extra room to 
house the predicted growth in enroll- 
ment at West. 

Dr. McQuillan described a proposal 
being considered to convert the Shaw- 
sheen School to a_ kindergarten 


through grade two satellite school of 


West Elementary. He said under that 
plan the overflow of K-2 students at 
West would attend the satellite school. 
Extra spaces would be offered to South 
Elementary K-2 students first and then 
on a voluntary basis for students of the 


other two elementary schools, provid- 
ing parents provide transportation 

Debra Silberstein, 28 Burton Farm 
Drive, arrived at the meeting late. She 
told the group she had just returned 
from a Parent Teacher Organization 
meeting at Shawsheen School where 
there was a “great feeling of uncertain 
ty.” 

She told Dr. McQuillan the people at 
the PTO meeting expressed a need for 
more input into the School Commit 
tee’s decision making process to close 
Shawsheen School. 


Dr. Me Quillan said the School Com 
mittee most likely will assign the pro- 
posals for Shawsheen School and other 
trade-off strategies to its subcommittee 
on instruction for further study. He 
said that subcommittee will be solicit 
ing community involvement and input. 

Members of the Andover Coalition 
for Quality Education hope to organize 
a future meeting with Dr. McQuillan to 
discuss curriculum issues, said Ms. 
Karfunkel. She said the group had 
many more questions to ask Dr. 
McQuillan Monday night, but after two 
and one-half hours they had to end the 
meeting due to the late hour

I think there are some interesting aspects 
to this question. The first is that some people 
think this is a question that divides the town 
into two groups: those with kids in the 
school and those without. This indicates that 
only people who have kids in the schools 
benefit from they town having excellent 
schools. This is false at any level; the country 
benefits from an educated population. I think 
every resident since Washington has said 
this, as well as Horace Mann. Massachusetts 
benefits because any business or service is 
better off with well educated employees 
And, the townspeople benefit, if for no other 
reason than having excellent schools main 
tains or improves the value of their property. 
In fact, the primary reason my family chose 
Andover was the schools 


The next aspect of this issue is money 
Let’s put things in perspective. For what a 
family pays for Cinema each month, the 
chools could get $1,700,000 per year. That's 
right; for just about $10 per month for each 
household in town we could give the schools 
some badly needed money. I realize that this 
is a bad time to ask folks to put out more 
money, but $10 a month seems like a small 
sacrifice for what we could achieve. Most of 
us could give up a pizza and some soft drinks 
each month and about break even on this 
one 

tack to the property issue I mentioned 
earlier. Look at the difference in property 
values between Andover and the towns in 
the area whose schools are not as well 
thought of as ours. The difference varies 
from a few thousand dollars to several thou 
sands of dollars. If the value of your house 
dropped by | percent because people thought 
our schools were “not as good as they used to 
be” this would more than pay for any monies 
the schools require. If your house was worth 
$150,000 and it dropped by 1 percent this 
would be about 12.5 years worth of $10 a 
month. 


Then I hear that the programs that will be 
cut “aren't the important ones.” Don’t kid 
yourself, any time you cut a program the 
kids get less of an education than they other- 
wise would. And remember, there’s only one 
education to a customer, you get it the first

This brings me to my last point, 
which is a good thought attributed to 
Mike Frishman: This cutback in the 
schools is tied to the economy, when 
the economy turns around there will 
be more money for the schools. 


But the damage will have already 
been done. Those children who were 
in school when the cuts were made

Richard Hubbell voted against the 
proposal and said he is not in favor of 
extended day-care programs in the 
school system 

“It’s inappropriate to include new 
items that were not previously includ 
ed when we are having to make cuts in 
other areas,” he said 

The subeommittee is expected to 
solicit public input and report back to 
the committee Tuesday, Feb, 26, with a 
recommendation on Shawsheen 
School. The School Committee plans to 
vote on the future of the Shawsheen 
School at its March 12 meeting. 

The same committee for instruction 
will work with the superintendent of 


President Bush to visit 
Raytheon Co. tomorrow 


The president and Mrs. Bush are 
scheduled to arrive at Pease Air Force 
Jase in New Hampshire on Air Force 
One at noon and will fly by helicopter 
to Raytheon, arriving just before 1 p.m 

The first couple’s plans while at 
Andover include a classified briefing 
with Raytheon officials and a tour of 
the facility. The president is also sched 
uled to address the roughly 6,000 
employees of the plant in a large manu 
facturing area to express his support 
for their work on the Patriot missile 
system. 

The Patriot system, manufactured at 
the Lowell Street plant, has gained 
celebrity status in the Gulf war for its 
success in knocking down the Soviet 
made Scud missiles being used by Iraq 

The president and Mrs. Bush will 
spend just over an hour at Raytheon 
before departing for their home in Ken- 
nebunkport, Maine, for the weekend. 

Andover Police Chief James John 
son met with the Secret Service Mon 
day and afterward said that the town 
will not be very involved in the presi 
dent’s visit. 

“They want to make all the prepara 
tions,” the chief said. “At the present 
time it doesn’t seem like we're going to 
have that much of a role. You have to 
remember, that’s a secured facility. 
Everything will probably happen 
inside.” 

Extra officers will be on duty to 
observe and control traffic on Dascomb 
and Frontage roads and along Lowell 
Street, the chief said. State police will 
be on traffic duty on Interstate 93 adja- 
cent to the Raytheon plant 


The cost to the town for the extra 
security should not be more than that 
of putting on a parade, Chief Johnson 
said 

“T don’t think it will be a major cost 
like PA,” he said. 

When the president visited Phillips 
Academy Nov. 5, 1989, there were a lot 
more people involved in the planning 
of the visit and many were on duty the 
day of the event. President Bush, a 1942 
graduate of PA, on his last visit to town 
attended the 200th anniversary of 
George Washington's visit to the I 
campus 


Demonstrations likely 

Chief Johnson was not sure this 
week what to expect in terms of crowds 
turning out for the president's visit 
Friday, but said he would prepare for 
anything 

“I wouldn't be surprised if we have 
some type of a demonstration out 
there,” Chief Johnson said. “I’ve got to 
plan for something like that.” 

Greenpeace, commonly known for 
activism on environmental issues, is 
planning to use the occasion of the 
president’s visit to protest the United 
States’ involvement in the Gulf war, 
according to Mark Sommer, a 
spokesman for the group 

“We'll have some kind of presence,” 
Mr. Sommer said. “Bush is coming for 
a photo opportunity to Andover. We're 
coming to protest the war.” 

The group opposes the war for its 
toll in human life, destruction of the 


environment, the threat of the use of 


nuclear weapons and the fact that the 
U.S. doesn’t have an energy policy, 
according to Mr. Sommer

His recommendation was defeated 2 
to 3. Mr. Frishman and Mr. Hubbell 
voted in favor of his proposal. 

The committee also voted down Dr 


McQuillan’s recommendation to add 20 
half-day release days to next year’s 
school calendar to meet contractual 
obligations for teacher preparation 
time. The reduction of music and art 
time in next year's budget increases 
the number of hours for regular class 
room teachers, thus reducing the num 
ber of preparation hours teachers are 
guaranteed under their contract 


The committee voted 3 to 1 to 1 to 
have its subcommittee on negotiations 
work out an alternate plan. 

Mr. Hubbell voted no and Mr. Frish 
man didn’t vote, saying he wanted to 
table the motion. 

Mr. Hubbell said he wasn’t in favor 
of adding 20 extra early release days to 
the four already scheduled, but he 
didn’t believe the subcommittee, con 
sisting of Mrs. Poore and himself, was 
the answer 

The committee’s next meeting is 
Feb. 26, at 7:30 p.m. in the school 
administration building. 


Neighbors complain about Iron Gate

Neighbors of the Iron Gate I and II 
subdivisions off Chandler Road com 
plained to the selectmen last week that 
the developers were being irresponsi 
ble regarding the cleanup of haz 
ardous waste at the site, but town offi 
cials disagree 

Daniel Cahill, of 20 Ridgewood Cir 
cle in Lawrence and an abutter of the 
subdivisions, petitioned selectmen on 
Monday, Feb. 11, to investigate the 
cleanup of the hazardous materials on 
the site and to obtain a “secret report” 
that may contain additional informa 
tion about hazardous materials there. 

But Town Manager Buzz Stapezyns 
ki, in a memo to selectmen Friday, 
said 

- The “secret report” referred to by 
Mr. Cahill is a preliminary 21E envi 
ronmental site assessment, and is 
owned by Ahernco, the developer of 
tron Gate Ul. The town does not have a 
copy of the report 

* The site has been subject to 
numerous formal and informal inves 
tigations by the developer, the Depart 
ment of Environmental Protection 
and the town, and that DEP has grant- 
ed a waiver to the site, allowing what 
ever materials found on the site to be 
removed by the developer 

+ Levels of contamination found on 
the site were low-level and below the 
threshold, which constitutes a health 
hazard. 


* As of last Friday, the 3,000 yards of 


lead-contaminated soil had been 
removed from the site to an approved 
landfill, the memo said. 

“There is no demonstrated need, 
nor is there any justification, for the 
town to become involved in any more 
site assessments,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said,

Mr. Cahill said a group of neighbors 
were thrown off the property, on Sat- 
urday, Feb. 2, a group of people was 
picketing in front of the model homes 
on Chandler Road and Iron Gate 
Drive, carrying a sign that read, “Iron 
Gate is a hazardous waste dump.” The 
developer called police and the police 
asked the only two people still at the 
site when they arrived, Mr. Cahill and 
a Lawrence city counselor, to leave 
the property. 

Iron Gate I and Iron Gate II are sep 
arate subdivisions of single-family 
homes being constructed between 
Sparkle Drive and Chandler Road 
near the Andover/Lawrence line. The 
land had at least one area of lead con- 
tamination where building materials 
from an old Lawrence theater had 
been dumped. 

But the neighbors say additional 
hazardous waste may be in other 
dumps on the site. 

“They're frustrated because they 
are trying to do something about a 
problem that doesn’t exist,” Health 
Director Everett Penney said last 
week. “It appears their motivation

schools. Now, 
she said, it is 
time for those 
people to sup 
port the chil 
dren who are 
in school. 

The wife of Joel Ventura, a 
research psychologist at Brandeis 
University in Waltham, Ms. Gins 
berg is a part-time clinical psycholo 
gist in at Family Services Associa 
tion in Lawrence. The couple have 
two children, a 7-vear-old in second 
grade at South School and a 5-vear 
old in nursery school who will attend 
public kindergarten in Andover 
come fall. 

“Both as a parent and a profes- 
sional, | am saying that education 
has to be a priority,” says Ms. Gins 
berg. “I think education is important 


in the town of Andover, the state of 


Massachusetts ana the country as a 


whole. It’s something that needs to be 
supported,” 

Ms. Ginsberg points out that an 
override won't be sufficient to main 
tain the quality of education at its 
current level, due to state aid cuts 

Ms. Ginsberg says if a person can't 
rationalize an override to maintain 
high-quality schools, she suggests 
they think about the value of their 
property. 

Going back to overriding so we'll 
have well-educated children, she 
points out that the children who cur 
rently are in school will be the adults 
running the country in the future 

“I say it as a mother and as a pro 
fessional who sees the ramifications 
of kids and older adults who are 
poorly trained and out on the 
streets,” she says. “True, the current 
economy is bad, but these people 
don’t have the background. I hate to 
think Andover would join communi 
ties that couldn't meet the needs of 
kids.” 

Ms. Ginsberg is worried that 
Andover will cut art and music in an 
attempt to balance the budget. She 
says those who “are not academical 
ly brilliant” need these services that 
are not mandated by the state. She 
sees the “extras” as “major con 
tributing factors to success” for 
many students 

In addition, she believes an over 


ride would cost the average home 
owner in Andover the price of a cup 
of coffee each day — maybe 25 or 30 
cents

Protesting library’s

Mr. Silverman suggested bringing 
four firefighters, four patrol 
men and splitting the duties of the
